sonnel. also pointed out that States where poor 
co-operation exists between public and private agencies 
the energies both are dissipated, there inevitably 
duplication service, the standards both are 
mediocre, and the long run the children suffer the 
consequences.

CHILDREN COULD TESTIFY, WHAT WOULD 
THEY SAY? 


article, Shall Children Brought Up?” 
written Laura Merrill “The Family” for January, 
1925, raises questions fundamental interest all 
child-caring institutions and agencies. From her expe- 
rience both family welfare agency and child- 
caring agency Miss Merrill has seen the before-and-after 
aspects some the problems child placing. She 
assumes axiomatic that children are not placed 
casually, premise that unfortunately still wide 
the facts many institutions and agencies throughout 
the country. But even when the outlines the family 
life are fairly understood and when, many 
cases neglect through ignorance neglect through 
inefficiency, the shortest cut best care the children 
seems lead the door some child-caring organiza- 
tion, she urges make haste slowly, stop 
consider whether the benefits clean, orderly and 
healthful environment really will their long-range 
effects the child’s life outweigh the benefits those 
intangible but powerful influences growing his 
own family. Miss Merrill’s article urges caution and 
careful weighing the end results placement not only 
the children but their parents. The educational

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VILLAGE PECULIARITIES 


The Institute Social and Religious Research, 370 
Seventh Avenue, New York City, responsible for one 
the most interesting monographs community com- 
position have seen.

Here the background village life its various 
elements. the one cited villages from 250 
2,500 population New York, Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land are analyzed. would prefer cite only enough 
findings arouse the curiosity our members. For 
example, per cent. the inhabitants these villages 
were born the same State white American stock, 
yet compared with ten representative cities they have 
only grown one-fourth much the last twenty years. 
But Pennsylvania they grew 26.8 per cent., while just 
across the line New York the growth was 5.1 per cent. 


“Differences the marital condition village 
dwellers and city dwellers are also significant. 
villages, roughly per cent. both the males and 
females fifteen years age and over are single. This 
ratio lower than cities where per cent. the 
women and per cent. the men are single. view 
the relatively low proportion single men and 
women villages, one would naturally expect that the 
proportion married people living there would 
correspondingly higher. For the men this inference 
correct, but curiously enough does not hold for the 
women. The proportion women who are married 
actually lower the villages than the cities. The 
explanation for this fact lies the unusually large num- 
ber widows living there. Almost one-sixth all the 
village women fifteen years age and over fall into this 
class, compared with slightly less than one-eighth 

Similarly unusual and interesting facts school- 
ing, occupations and the proportion men employed 
agriculture appear. For those who have the re- 
sponsibility for placing children would think these 
monographs very valuable. They may obtained 
from the League’s Library. 


TUBERCULOSIS THE DEFENSIVE 


There evidence which indicates that per cent. 
the school children Massachusetts under twelve years 
age fall within three groups which furnish certain 
frequency tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis the defensive because the Massa- 


chusetts Department Public Health has discovered 
this frequency and planning examine and when 
necessary treat these suspicious groups children 
throughout the State. The program planned cover 
ten-year period. 

The three groups outlined Dr. Kelly, Public 
Health Commissioner, are: 

(1) Children who are per cent. more below the 
accepted standard height and weight 

(2) Contact cases—those who are known have 
been exposed tuberculosis their homes. 

(3) smaller group special cases, whose physical 
condition considered unsatisfactory the teachers 
family physicians. 

This means that about 110,000 school children be- 
tween the ages and years will need exam- 
ined, diagnosed, classified and appropriately treated 
when necessary. Experience with tuberculosis leads 
the Department Public Health assume that 9,000 
these children will possess symptoms justifying 
positive diagnosis. 


PENNSYLVANIA POOR LAWS 


Pennsylvania child welfare workers are interested 
the poor law situation because one year approxi- 
mately 35,000 children were included the families 
dealt with the various Poor Boards the State. 
Obviously the job children’s agencies made more 
expensive and complicated when families are needlessly 
broken for lack proper attention and assistance. 
Failure give promptly the right kind treatment 
families distress often means larger expenditure 
later caring for dependent, neglected, delinquent 

Edwin Solenberger, General Secretary the 
Pennsylvania Children’s Aid Society, has served the 
lay member and Secretary the Pennsylvania Com- 
mission revise and codify the poor laws, appointed 
authority the State Legislature. bill sponsored 
this Commission has been passed the Legislature. 
This attempts eliminate many obsolete statutes, 
harmonize conflicting enactments, and make changes 
meet present-day conditions. Provision made for 
trained welfare workers poor law districts. The 
authority Justices the Peace grant orders 
relief withdrawn and repealed, placing the responsi- 
bility squarely upon the Poor Boards. Certain restric- 
tions outdoor relief have been removed that 
Directors the Poor may grant such aid needy 
families their own homes their judgment the 
circumstances require.

NATIONAL INFORMATION BUREAU 

The National Information Bureau, Inc., whose head- 
quarters are New York, has developed standards for 
grading social service agencies. gives endorsement 
agencies that appeal nation-wide basis, but its 
endorsement given only after careful investigation. 
Out 209 applications received during 1924 only three 
were accepted measuring the Bureau’s stand- 
ards. these the League was one. 

The standards that have been adopted and which 


have large educational value themselves, are 
follows: 


“1. legitimate purpose with adequate program and 
avoidable duplication the work another effi- 
ciently managed organization. 

Reasonable efficiency conduct work, man- 
agement institutions, etc., and reasonable adequacy 
equipment for such work, both material and personal. 

Itemized and classified annual budget estimate 
evidencing attainable program. 

Complete annual audited accounts prepared 
certified public accountant trust company showing 
receipts and disbursements classified, and itemized 
detail. New organizations which cannot furnish such 
statements should submit certified public accountant’s 
statement that such financial system has been estab- 
lished will make the required financial accounting 
possible close prescribed period.

CASE WORK TOWN 6,000 


During recent field trip visited the mining town 
Rock Springs, Wyoming, attracted the presence 
there case work and other modern aids children 
connection with the public schools. The Superin- 
tendent Schools secured Visiting Teacher for the 
school staff little over year ago. meeting with 


leaders the town were constantly struck with the 
wide influence the Superintendent Schools was 
exercising virtue his interest the social develop- 
ment the children and the town. illustrated 
how effective one individual may who knows what 
needs done and proceeds get done with 
good humor and persistence. 

There heavy foreign mining settlement Rock 
Springs with the problems incident adults and chil- 
dren unadjusted American conditions. one school 
studied before the new plans were worked out per 
cent. the children were repeating grades and per 
cent. were one year more retarded. now 
full time psychologist who makes sure far possible 
that the class work the children adapted their 
needs and abilities; nutritionist who has had regular 
classes for about 1,300 children each year for the past 
two years with excellent results; and the Visiting 
Teacher who forms the link between school and home. 
This last has many the same problems and must 
devise methods meet difficulties similar those that 
the visitor for children’s aid agency confronts she 
works with and improves relations between parents and 
children who are boarding homes account tem- 
porary family trouble, assists foster-family anu 
child adjust each other during the period prior 
adoption. That her work protective and preventive 
future anti-social conduct clear even from brief 
statistical report. thirteen families (17 children) 
home conditions were the main cause trouble 
period three months, October December, 1924. 
these homes one parent was dead otherwise 
absent. some them there was considerable ground 
for taking the children away and completing the wreck 
the family ties. far, the time our visit, this 
had not been resorted and patient friendly contact, 
medical service, some financial aid, readjustments 
school were combining improve most the situa 
tions. Problems met with these and other children 
embraced for whom scholarship was the main diffi- 
culty, conduct difficulties and dozen whose attend- 
ance was irregular. These children are clearly the 
same sort that agency visitors institution workers 
have struggle with. 

list the analyzed factors the scholarship group 
shows why these schools have greatly improved from 
the days when the figures for repeaters which quote 
were worked out. Two pupils were found 
superior ability and need of, them, more interesting 
work than their grades afforded. They were assisted 
develop extra personal interests. Seven were hampered 
physical defects. Eight were backward and had 
have school work adapted their needs. Four had 
incurable physical defects: deafness, feeblemindedness, 
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crippled conditions. These had provided with 
help away from Rock Springs. All the other were 
kept home and given chance make good along 
lines which their natural abilities fitted them follow. 

The Superintendent and the Visiting Teacher have 
made propaganda for family home care against 
taking children away, but the silent influence their 
work came from many groups, not one which 
but was interested (even though amateur way) 
personal service help children solve their problems. 
the sort influence children’s case work program 
ought exercise. 


HOW MAKE CHILDREN INTO LIARS 

Dr. Helen Woolley quoted saying, “It 
impossible keep telling child there candy 
(when there is), that the drawer will not open (when 
will), that you are not going out (when you are), 
that does this and that you will inflict dire punish- 
ments (when you won’t), and not have him find out 
that your statements are false. Many adults consider 
such methods mere diplomacy. Their purpose not 
primarily deceive the child but manage him peace- 
ably for his own good. They fail utterly estimate 
the effect the child. learns that the proper 
method getting your own way say anything that 
seems most likely gain the end view. also 
learns fundamental distrust other people. The 
result attitude that comprises real understand- 
ing truth respect for it.” 


CHILD WELFARE NEWS

passage the Webb-Esmond Bill signed 
Governor Smith April Ist, marks the end 
two-years’ fight the Legislature. Under the new 
provision proceedings may now instituted the 
mother herself Agency acting for the mother. 
The bill secures the unmarried mother the right 
appeal and provides that settlements made out court 
are valid only with the sanction and approval the 
Court.
